Ponoka—Seeding finished, condl- 
tions fair, light showers, plenty mois- 
ture, 

Wetaskiwin—Seeding finished, con- 
ditions good, warm with good rains. 

Millet—Seeding finished, conditions 
good, warm, crops growing fine, warm- 
er, no frosts, 

Wetaskiwin Subdivision 

In that district lying between Cam- 
rose and Lougheed, weather conditions 
seem of tho best, and with plenty of 
moisture for the time being the growth 
has been good. Good rains are re- 
ported all along the line and in most 
places warmer weather. 

Camrose — Seeding finished, 
conditions good, warm and dry. 

Ohaton—Seeding finished, crop con- 
ditions fair, cool and light rains.

Cause to Hesitate. 

It took a threat that the govern- 
ment would resign to keep the 
parliamentary supporters of the 
Union government from voting 
down Sir Robert Borden’s order 
that hereafter the King shall con- 
fer only such titles in Canada as 
Sir Robert nay approve. . 

His hand-picked supporters evi- 
dently are wanting in enthusiasm 
for the proposal to monopolise the 
Royal prerogative and make sub- 
servience to Sir Robert the price 
of being numbered among the gen- 
tility of Canada, 

At that the threat might not 
have been impressive, but for the 
‘raplied prospect of a general elec- 
tion. Hand-picking the electors 
worked once, but that is no proof 
it could be doe sucessfully 
again,

liament whom he chose and eleet- 
ed were only kept from voting 
down his order by the threat of a 
general election. Albeit the ree- 
ords furnish ample justification 
for members of parliament who 
preferred to abolish titles alto- 
gether rather than be made re- 
sponsible for the creation of fu- 
ture Lord Beaverbrooks, 


Might Makes Right, 

A. B, Copp, member for West- 
moreland, put before parliament 
thirty-two detailed charges of 
conspiracy to deceive and intimi- 
date soldier voters and to manipu- 
late soldiers’ votes to the advant- 
age of government candidates in 
the eléctions held last December; 
and asked for the privilege of 
proving his charges before a ju- 
dicial tribunal, 

The parliamentary following of 
the government, of course, voted 
down the request.

The defence offered to these;

matter of enough importance to 
call for enquiry, 

It is to be said that, while this 
statement of defence originates in 
a condition of confessed moral tur- 
pitude, at least it is frank and its 
significance plain. If—because the 
government handpicked the civil- 
ian vote it was able to obtain a 
majority—it does pot matter 
Whether the soldiers’ votes were 
stolen or not, there is no doubt 
whither the country is tending. 
Mexico is governed on precisely 
those lines. 

“Might makes right’’ is the 
maxim embodying this formal par- | 
liamentary declaration of the 
principles of the Unionist party. 


Regulating the ‘‘Spread.’’ 

A statement published a few 
days ago comparing prices of food- 
stuffs at Edmonton, Winnipeg and 
Minneapolis showed that the | 
spread between the prices paid the 
producer and the prices charged | 
the consumer was consistently 
greater on this side of the line, in 
cases twice as great. That Cana- 
dian dealers are more greedy or) 
less patriotic than American deal- | 
ers is not to be supposed. The in- | 
ference is that Government regu- | 
lation is more effectively carricd | 
out south of the boundary than in | 
Canada. 


Substitute Prices, 

The Winnipeg Telegram states | 
that oat flour is being put on the 
market at $4.90 per bag; and that) 
the price of corn flour cannot be | 
quoted as it is liable to vary. With | 
wheat flour at $5.50 per bag the 
‘*spread’’ between wheat and oat 
flour does not seem to correspond | 
!to the spread between wheat and | 
oat prices. If the price of corn-| 
meal is any standard, the price of 
corn flour will be higher than that 
of wheat flour. The hope of there 
being a general use of oat and 
‘corn flour instead of wheat flour 
lis not very good.

| The Dealers Need Attention. 

| The Winnipeg Telegram excuses 
the Winnipeg coal dealers from 
suspicion by saying that their pro- 
fits are fixed by the Government 3 
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| The New Military 
Service Act. 

The Military Service Act was 
introduced ostensibly to secure 
reinforcements for the military 
forces of Canada overseas. The 
preamble stated first that enough 
men did not volunteer to provide 
such reinforcements, and second 
that the system of selective draft 
was adopted because ‘‘of the large 
‘*number of men who have already 
“left agricultural and industrial 
“‘pursuits’’ to join the overseas 
forces as volunteers and because 
of the necessity under such con- 
ditions of sustaining ‘‘the produc- 
“tivity of the Dominion.”’ 

The system of selective draft 
was in force from October 1917 to 
April 20th, 1917, and less 
30,000 men had been raised under 
it. Owing to its selective provi- 
sions the government leader of the 
senate said that ‘‘the attempted 
‘enforcement of the act became 
“almost a burlesque.’’ And now 
selective conscription is dropped, 
and all right to exemption is 
abolished. The government calls 
up as a whole any class it pleases 
and the Minister of Militia grants 
exemption to whom he pleases, in 
the following terms: 


The minister may from time to 
time direct that no orders to report 
for duty be issued to men who have 
been examined by military medical 
board and placed in such medical 
categories as are specified in such 
direction.
